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COUNCIL 
UNVEILS 
ITS LDP 
STRATEGY 

THE long-awaited new Vale of 
Glamorgan Local Development Plan 
(LDP) was unveiled yesterday 
(Wednesday), as The GEM was going to 
press, writes PHILIP IRWIN. 

The plan - a lengthy document in its own right - 
will also include detailed supporting papers that 
address issues such as infrastructure and education 
in the areas proposed for development. 

Vale councillors saw the document on Monday 
and a number have gone public with reactions to cer¬ 
tain aspects of the plan. (The GEM will be looking 
at these in more detail next week). 

Plans to build 700 homes at Weycock Cross in 
Barry have been dropped, and a row is brewing over 
plans for a permanent travellers’ camp in Sully.

Welshman’s £20,000 

homecoming in "Help 
for Heroes’ charity ride 


A Serviceman from Barry will 
be returning to his home town, 
as part of a ‘Help for Heroes’ 
bike ride team, and hopes local 
people will welcome the riders 
at the finishing line in Rhoose 
on Saturday, October 19, writes 
TIM CHAPMAN. 

Joe McCann, aged 32, has a lot to 
thank the charity for - he received 
treatment for a spinal injury at its reha¬ 
bilitation complex based at Headley 
Court. 

Joe, a former pupil at St Cyres 
School, told The GEM: “I am a serving 
member of the Royal Air Force and 
wanted to highlight the event because 
I’m the only Welshman in the team, 
and part of the ride goes through my 
home town - Barry. 

“I’m doing a 200km ride from RAF 
Brize Norton in Oxfordshire to 
Fontygary Bay caravan park in 
Rhoose, with three other serving mem¬ 
bers of the RAF, Mark Bewick, Jamie 
Tumball, and Steve Hillbeck . 

“We want to raise £20,000 for the 
charity Help for Heroes.” 


The four men will be riding for four 
days, and stopping for rests and 
overnight stays at schools and commu¬ 
nity organisations on the route. 

Help for Heroes was launched on 
October 1, 2007, with the aim of creat¬ 
ing a network of support for wounded 
Service personnel and their families. 

For those that suffered - and sur¬ 
vived - horrific injuries in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, it means there is a charity 
dedicated to their recovery and future 
welfare. 

The charity proclaims: “We will not 
let them fight these battles alone. ” 

Joe said: “In 2010, I was treated at 
Headley Court for a life-changing 
injury. Since then, I have worked for 
two years in logistics. This cause 
means a great deal to me. 

“The team will appreciate any sup¬ 
port from the people of the Vale and 
south Wales. 

“It would be great if people could 
turn up to welcome us at the end of the 
bike ride, which should be at around 
1.30pm on Saturday, October 19.”

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‘Why I support 
Foodbanks’ -mp 


S OME of my 
political oppo¬ 
nents have 
sought to twist 
comments I made 
in relation to 
Foodbanks, so I 
want to use this 
opportunity to set 
the record straight. 

I am a strong support¬ 
er of Foodbanks. I 
donate regularly through 
my church. I refer con¬ 
stituents to the respec¬ 
tive agencies for vouch¬ 
ers and visited a collec¬ 
tion session some 
months ago. 

Foodbanks offer a key 
service in bringing peo¬ 
ple back into the state 
support system. In order 
to receive a food pack¬ 
age, individuals and 
families should present a 
voucher given by a care 
professional or organisa¬ 
tion such as social work¬ 
ers, health visitors, Atal 
y Fro (Vale Women’s 
Aid), CAB, GPs etc. 

This way, anyone who 
is outside the state sys¬ 
tem, can be brought 
back into the range of 
welfare support pro¬ 
grammes. 

There can be many 
reasons why people find 
themselves in such a 
need: I highlighted some 
cases that I have referred 
for support. Families or 
individuals were victims 
of addictions or vio¬ 
lence. These comments 


were twisted by some of 
my opponents. 

I see such people as 
victims (and not to ‘stig¬ 
matise’ users) - some¬ 
times through the actions 
of a family member or 
through a range of other 
complex reasons where 
the state, family or com¬ 
munity support system 
may have failed. The 
Foodbank offers that 
opportunity to get the 
necessary help. 

A Foodbank voucher 
grants a parcel of food 
aimed to last three days, 
and usually three vouch¬ 
ers can be used over a 
six-month period. 

Naturally, there are a 
host of other more com¬ 
mon reasons why people 
turn to the service and as 
one who can intervene in 
welfare delays, amongst 
many other issues, I call 
on those involved to 
refer cases to me. 

I regularly pursue sur¬ 
gery casework in 
Parliament, to the Vale 
Council and to welfare 
agencies when con¬ 
stituents have been 
failed by such organisa¬ 
tions. 

Whatever my political 
opponents say, I will 
continue to support 
Foodbanks and will 
always act in the inter¬ 
ests of constituents who 
are being failed by the 
system.

A Rhoose man has 
won ‘The Scott 100 
Letters competition’ 
after writing an 
inspirational letter 
to the young people 
of Britain. 

Brent Richards’ letter 
took first place in the 
Wildfowl & Wetlands 
Tmst-sponsored competi¬ 
tion, for exuding a love of 
wildlife and encouraging 
young people to be stan¬ 
dard bearers in caring for 
it in the future. 

Brent told The GEM 
that the roots of the com¬ 
petition lay in the writings 
of the famous Antarctic 
explorer Captain Scott. 

“Captain Scott wrote an 
inspirational letter to his 
wife during his last fateful 
journey, in which he urged 
her to instil in their son 
(Peter, aged two) an inter¬ 
est in wildlife. 

“My letter was to the 
children of the UK, urging 
them to take a similar 
interest.” 

Brent’s victorious letter 
was featured in BBC TV’s 
The One Show recently. 

“My letter was posted 
from Antarctica by Kate 
Humble to Rhoose 
Primary School, and its 
receipt and their reaction, 
formed a large part of the 
One Show item. 

“I am most keen to get 
all children actively 
involved with our extraor¬ 
dinary wildlife.” 

Captain Scott’s son 
Peter was knighted in 
1973 for his contribution 
to the conservation of wild 
animals. He founded a 
number of bird sanctuaries 
throughout his life. 

This is the text of 
Brent’s letter: 

You alone hold our 
future and indeed the 
future of all living things 
in your hands. Past gen¬ 
erations have made a real 
mess of our planet, but at 
long last we are all begin¬ 
ning to learn that we can 
and must make a differ¬ 
ence. 

Over the last 50 years 
or so, we have made great 
headway against the 
seemingly insurmountable 
problems of indifference, 
ignorance, political 
necessity and corporate 
greed but there is much 
still to be done. 

When I was a boy in 
the 1950s, most of our 
rivers were so polluted 
they held little if any 
wildlife, now most are 
clean and healthy and 
once again full offish - 
we need to keep them that 
way. 

On the other hand, in 
those days I could often 
hear the wonderful song 
of the Nightingale or 
wander through hay 


meadows full of wild 
flowers and butterflies, 
sadly much of that envi¬ 
ronment has since disap¬ 
peared. 

We need to save as 
much as we can of what 
we have left and recreate 
those environments wher¬ 
ever possible. 

Many of you love your 
computers, so to start 
with, look up wild birds, 
wild flowers, insects and 
wild animals and see 
what an immense variety 
surround us. 

Did you know, for 
example, that we have the 
fastest creature on earth 
here in the UK and it can 
be seen in most cities? It’s 
the Peregrine Falcon and 
it can reach speeds of 
over 180mph. 

We have snakes, 
lizards, bats, a moth that 
looks like a Humming 
Bird, a bird that walks 
along the bottom of rivers 
and one that flies nonstop 
for more than three years, 
all things that you could 
see. 

All you have to do is 
switch off your computer 
and go for a walk. But 
when you go for the walk, 
take a long hard look at 
your environment. 

If you see a wild flower 
take a good look at it, but 
don’t damage it; look at 
its shape, its colour, the 
leaves and where it 
grows. 

Look at the birds, their 
colour, the shape of their 
beaks; did you know that 
the shape of the beak will 
often tell you what they 
eat? 

Fat beaks are usually 
for breaking into seeds, 
thin for eating insects, 
long for poking into tree 
bark or down into mud. 

When you finish the 
walk, go home and write 
down the best bits and 
think what you could do 
to help our wild creatures. 

The only creature on 
this planet capable of 
destroying it is man. We 
all need to be aware that 
we survive because of the 
natural balance of nature, 
a balance we are in great 
danger of upsetting com¬ 
pletely. You all hold the 
future of this planet in 
your hands and only you 
can determine its ultimate 
fate. 

Peter Morris of the 
Wildfowl & Wetlands 
Tmst said: “We were look¬ 
ing for a letter that cap¬ 
tured the magic and 
adventure of nature. 

“Of the hundreds of 
wonderful letters we 
received, the judges were 
clearly very moved by 
Brent’s words, and felt he 
could inspire people to 
explore their natural sur¬ 
roundings.”

passing a custodial sen¬ 
tence.” 

The judge warned 
Crane: “I want to spell 
this out to you in clear 
terms. That order 
remains in force. 

“If you continue to 
breach it, you will be 
looking at a longer sen¬ 
tence. The maximum 
sentence for that offence 
is one of five years.” 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg 
said: “Miss Docherty had 
a relationship with Crane 
since 2005. By 2008, she 
had suffered abuse at his 
hands and ended it.” 

He had been involved 
in assault and harass¬ 
ment. 

On March 31, magis¬ 
trates made a five-year 
restraining order but two 
months later, he contact¬ 
ed her by sending text 
messages. 

Miss Docherty did 
everything to prevent this 
and even obtained a new 
telephone number. 

Once, within four 
hours, he sent her 39 
messages. 

“They were begging 
and cajoling, but gradual¬ 
ly they became unpleas¬ 
ant and threatening,” said 
Mr Trigg. 


“One read “**** you, 
you stupid little ****. I 
hope you all die.” 

The victim contacted 
the police, who arrested 
Crane, and he admitted 
sending the messages. 

Miss Docherty told the 
police she was fearful of 
what Crane would do 
because he had been vio¬ 
lent towards her in the 
past. She said he had 
breached the order three 
times and wanted him 
punished. 

The original order 
involved sending text 
messages to her which 
were “thoroughly and 
deeply offensive”. 

Said Mr Trigg: “She is 
very frightened of him”. 

His solicitor, Ann 
Griffiths, said: “He 
accepts his behaviour 
was completely irrespon¬ 
sible and that the victim 
was vulnerable.” 

Clearly, she said, the 
order had not been work¬ 
ing. 

She pointed out there 
was no violence or injury 
and that Crane had suf¬ 
fered depression and 
when in custody, had 
received counselling.” 

He was ordered to pay 
a victim surcharge of 
£80.

PHOTOGRAPHER 
Mike Wilcock, well 
known for his pictori¬ 
al records of life in 
the Vale, was once a 
young musical impre¬ 
sario who booked the 
world’s top rock 
band. 

It is exactly 50 years 
since he welcomed the 
Rolling Stones to a 
dance event in 
Morecambe, 
Lancashire - a 
fundraiser for the local 
cricket club. 

Mike reminisced 
with The GEM on his 
memorable brush with 
fame during the 
‘Swinging Sixties’. 

He recalled: “Fifty 
years ago, on 
September 27,1963,1 
was very apprehensive 
due to the fact that I 
had booked a group to 
appear at the Floral 
Hall in Morecambe. 

“At the time, I was 
working in the textile 
industry in my home 
town of Lancaster. 

“The company had 
a sports and social 
club and needed to 
raise money to support 
its cricket team. 

£200 TO SPEND 

“They had £200 to 
spend on a fundraising 
event so I decided - 
along with the com¬ 
mittee - to put on a 
dance at the Floral 
Hall in nearby 
Morecambe. 

“I was an avid 
reader of the New 
Musical Express, and 
also a keen tape 
recorder enthusiast 
who recorded pop 
music off the radio. 
Friends of mine also 
formed a group called 
The Doodlebugs.” 

A decision had been 
made to hold a dance 
at the Floral Hall, but

Mike needed to book a 
number of groups who 
would play for six 
hours, from 8pm until 
2am. 

‘BLUES, 

NOT POP’ 

“I contacted the 
Tito Burns agency in 
London and he sug¬ 
gested various groups 
who could come to 
Morecambe. 

“One in particular 
had not been there 
before. He said they 
were not well known 
and played more blues 
music titan pop. They 
would also cost £95 
and play two 45 
minute sets. 

“Being ever cau¬ 
tious I only booked 
them once as £95 was 
a big risk. They were 
the Rolling Stones. 

“Who would have 
thought that 50 years 
later they would still 
be performing and 
would still be the num¬ 
ber one group?” 

Mike and his pals 
eventually sold over 
1,000 tickets for the 
gig and also had the 
Merseybeats, Dave 
Berry and the 
Cruisers, and The 
Doodlebugs on the bill. 

“I remember Mick 
Jagger, Brian Jones 
and Keith Richard in 
the bar at the Floral 


Hall having a drink 
and nobody recognised 
them. 

“They were very 
quiet and looked 
smart in their white 
shirts and ties with 
leather waistcoats and 
Chelsea boots.” 

As you can see, 
Mike’s photographs 
confirm his recollec¬ 
tion of the Stones 
being well turned out. 

When he spoke 
recently on BBC Radio 
Lancashire about the 
50th anniversary, one 
man phoned in to say 
he recalled the event 
and how ‘scruffy’ the 
Rolling Stones were! 

Mike wasn’t expect¬ 
ed to lay on hotel 
accommodation for 
young pop bands in 
the Sixties who were 
hungry for fame. 

“The Rolling Stones 
had driven up from 
London that afternoon 
and drove back after 
the dance at 2am on 
the Saturday morning. 

“People sat on the 
stage at the dance hall 
watching them per¬ 
form because 
Morecambe wasn’t yet 
ready to dance to their 
music. By this time 
their first record 
‘Come On’ had been 
released.

the past has called for the 
Welsh Government to 
provide guidance to local 
authorities. 

He said: “The develop¬ 
ment plan is drafted every 
10 or 15 years and it sets 
out the local policies on 
which development appli¬ 
cations will be considered. 

“This is a once in a 
decade or so opportunity 
to introduce strong poli¬ 
cies to manage and restrict 
development on green 
spaces. Many of these 
developments could be 
shale gas exploration or 
extraction. 

“The Vale Council can 
introduce policies about 


protecting green spaces, 
limiting noise pollution, 
setting a high bar on a 
range of environmental 
grounds. 

“We need to do all pos¬ 
sible to support our agri¬ 
cultural sector. 

“Local farmers protect 
and preserve the land. 
Our policies should be 
aimed at making life easi¬ 
er for agricultural use and 
more difficult for industri¬ 
alisation.” 

Mr Cairns claimed if 
the development plan did¬ 
n’t have protective meas¬ 
ures, it could lead to nega¬ 
tive consequences in the 
years to come. 


“The Vale cabinet 
needs to seize this oppor¬ 
tunity or I fear we could 
be paying the price in the 
years ahead. 

“I hope the forthcom¬ 
ing LDP will reflect the 
needs and demands of the 
local communities.” 

There are currently 
three applications relating 
to shale gas exploration in 
the rural Vale under con¬ 
sideration. 

They follow the Welsh 
Government’s overruling 
of a rejection by local 
councillors to a proposal 
at Llandow two years ago.

• The Vale currently 
has 3.3 years of housing 
stock in the planning 
stage, and WG rules 
say that it should have 
five years. 

• The new LDP will 
include areas allocated 
for housing that were 
not in the previous 
LDP. 

• The LDP is not 
able, by law, to exclude 
wind farms and solar 
panel farms from any 
area - but it will seek to 
discourage applications 
in certain areas.

‘A BLUEPRINT FOR THE FUTURE’ 


COUNCIL UNVEILS 
ITS NEW DRAFT LDP 


T HE Vale of 

Glamorgan Council 
has unveiled its 
revised blueprint for sus¬ 
tainable development in 
the Vale. 

Once adopted, the replace¬ 
ment deposit draft local develop¬ 
ment plan will guide how land 
within the Vale is used up until 
2026, including proposals for 
job creation, housing, services 
and infrastructure. 

In November 2012, the 
council’s cabinet recommended 
that a replacement plan should 
be produced, following concerns 
with the deposit plan drafted by 
the previous administration. 

Cabinet members felt that it 
was imperative that the council’s 
deposit LDP contained the right 
mix of development in the right 
locations and that any develop¬ 
ment was fully supported by 
appropriate infrastructure. This 
approach was agreed by full 
council on January 23. 

Since then, work has pro¬ 
gressed on a plan which will 
seek to guide new sustainable 
development in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

The draft deposit LDP is to 
be considered by the council’s 
elected members between 
October 7 and October 23. 

Coun Neil Moore, Leader, 
explained that he was committed 


to ensuring that the replacement 
deposit draft plan put right the 
shortcomings of the previous 
version produced by the last 
administration. 

“It is of utmost significance 
that this deposit draft plan com¬ 
prehensively identifies and allo¬ 
cates land for the services and 
facilities that will be needed to 
support new development to 
2026,” he said. 

“This plan contains signifi¬ 
cantly more detail and evidence 
on where new educational facili¬ 
ties, new community facilities, 
new health facilities, new trans¬ 
port proposals and new public 
open space allocations are 
required, as a result of the hous¬ 
ing and employment growth that 
is anticipated in the Vale up to 
2026.” 

Coun Lis Burnett, cabinet 
member for regeneration, inno¬ 
vation, planning and transporta¬ 
tion, said: “One concern raised 
with us in relation to the previ¬ 
ous deposit plan was that the 
statutory processes for consulta¬ 
tion were difficult to understand, 
and that there was not enough 
time or opportunity for those 
interested to consider the content 
of the plan before being asked to 
comment on it. 

“As a result, we have 
arranged a series of i nf ormal 
drop-in sessions where officers 
and members of the council will 
be available to answer any ques¬ 


tions about the plan and process¬ 
es involved so that people are 
able to familiarise themselves 
with the proposed draft deposit 
plan in advance of the statutory 
consultation.” 

Drop-in information 
sessions 

THE informal drop-in sessions 
will run alongside the considera¬ 
tion of the deposit LDP by the 
council.

CABINET will consider the plan 
at its meeting on October 7. On 
Tuesday, October 8, the econo¬ 
my and environment scrutiny 
committee will consider the con¬ 
tent of the plan. On October 16, 
the council’s community liaison 
committee will have an opportu¬ 
nity to debate the plan, with the 
planning committee doing the 
same on Thursday, October 17. 

On Monday, October 21, 
Cabinet will consider any rec¬ 


ommendations made by the 
scrutiny, community liaison and 
planning committees and it is 
anticipated that the plan will be 
debated at the full council meet¬ 
ing on the evening of October 
23. 

Following this, and subject to 
the plan being agreed for con¬ 
sultation purposes, formal con¬ 
sultation will follow during a 
six-week period, the details of 
which will be made public in 
due course. 

Coun Moore said: “Although 
formal representations on the 
deposit plan will not be able to 
be considered at this time in 
advance of the formal six-week 
period of consultation, it will 
allow people the opportunity to 
familiarise themselves with the 
plan in advance of making com¬ 
ments.” 

Coun Burnett said: “We want 
people to be able to participate 
fully in the LDP process, and I 
am delighted that we are able to 
offer these i nf ormal drop-in ses¬ 
sions, in advance of the formal 
statutory process. 

“I consider it essential that, 
even while members of the 
council are still considering the 
content of the deposit draft local 
plan, it reaches a wide audience, 
so that people have the opportu¬ 
nity to see the plan and ask 
questions, before the formal 
public consultation begins later 
this year.” 


New health test 
for 65-year-olds 


Men aged 65 in 
the Vale are being 
encouraged to take 
up the offer of a 
free NHS screen¬ 
ing test which 
could save their 
lives. 

Launched in May 
2013, the Wales 
Abdominal Aortic 
Aneurysm Screening 
Programme (WAAASP) 
offers men a quick, pain¬ 
less, one-off ultrasound 
scan to check for a con¬ 
dition that can be life- 
threatening, if left unde¬ 
tected. 

Screening clinics are 
held regularly in loca¬ 
tions such as community 
hospitals, community 
health facilities and GP 
practices. In the Vale, 
regular clinics are held 
in Cowbridge and 
Llandough. 

An Abdominal Aortic 
Aneurysm (AAA) can 
happen to anybody, but 
it is most common in 
men aged 65 and over 
who smoke; have high 
blood pressure; high 
cholesterol, or have a 
family history of AAA. 

Men aged 65 will be 
invited for AAA screen¬ 
ing if they live in Wales 


and are registered with a 
GP practice. 

Men who are eligible 
to be screened will 
receive an invitation let¬ 
ter and information 
leaflet through the post, 
offering them an 
appointment at a local 
screening clinic. The let¬ 
ter will give details on 
where the clinic is being 
held. 

The test measures 
the size of the abdominal 
aorta. The aorta is the 
main blood vessel that 
supplies blood to the 
body. 

Sometimes, as people 
grow older, the wall of 
the aorta in the abdomen 
can become weak, and 
stretch to form an 
aneurysm (a swelling). 

When this happens, 
there is a risk that the 
aorta may split or tear 
(rupture). 

Llywela Wilson, head 
of the Wales AAA 
screening programme 


commented: “We would 
encourage all men who 
receive an appointment 
for AAA screening in 
Vale to take up the offer 
for this quick, free and 
very important health 
check. 

“Men will be invited 
to a local clinic to have 
the ultrasound scan car¬ 
ried out by a qualified 
screener, and given the 
results straight away 
before they leave. 

“Their GP will also be 
sent a written copy of 
the results. Men found to 
have a large AAA will 
be referred to the hospi¬ 
tal specialist team to dis¬ 
cuss treatment to repair 
it.”

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Grieving family say court fine is ‘peanuts’ 
after Nantymoel man is crushed by lorry 


A RECYCLING 
firm based in Pyle 
has been fined a 
quarter of a million 
pounds and ordered 
to pay costs of 
£53,100 after a 21- 
year-old employee 
was tragically 
crushed to death 
when he was struck 
by a skip lorry as he 
was cleaning a 
weighbridge. 

Rebecca Griffiths, 
prosecuting at Cardiff 
Crown Court, on behalf 
of the Health and Safety 
Executive, said: “Clearly, 
it was an accident wait¬ 
ing to happen and, sadly, 
it was the most serious it 
could have been.” 

Geraint Eagle (21) of 
Nantymoel, was cleaning 
mud off sensors on the 
weighbridge at the waste 
site run by Nolan 
Recycling Ltd, The Old 
Quarry, Stormy Down, 
when the incident 
occurred on December 2, 
2010 . 

The company pleaded 
guilty to a breach of the 
Health and Safety at 
Work Act. 

The court heard that 
an investigation by the 
Health and Safety 
Executive found that the 
company failed to appre¬ 
ciate all the risks associ¬ 
ated with the site, to give 
full instructions, guid¬ 
ance and training to staff; 
to monitor and supervise 
staff, particularly Mr 
Eagle; to devise a trans¬ 
port policy, to segregate 
people from vehicles, to 
provide a system of prop¬ 
er maintenance for 
equipment such as the 
weighbridge; and, final¬ 
ly, to prepare a health and 
safety plan. 

Mr Eagle, who had 
worked at the site for 
only six months and was 
popular and highly 


respected, suffered fatal 
head injuries and died 
instantly. 

Miss Griffiths said the 
accident was “foresee¬ 
able and avoidable”. 

The company had 
been established for 25 
years, and was run by 
family members. 

At the site, there was a 
constant flow of traffic. 
In the middle of the site 
was the weighbridge and 
all drivers would go 
there. 

In winter, sensors 
became muddy, which 
prevented them from 
working, and removing 
the mud took several 
hours. 

Mr Eagle was shown 
how to remove the mud, 
and later he worked 
unsupervised. 

A lorry drove onto the 
weighbridge and as it 
left, it hit and crushed Mr 
Eagle. 

Nine months later, she 
said, an inquest jury 
returned a narrative ver¬ 
dict. 

The managing director 
of the company, said 
Miss Griffiths, had been 
responsible for health 
and safety. 

A specialist report was 
prepared by the Health 
and Safety Executive and 
it concluded the compa¬ 
ny had failed to recog¬ 
nise risks. 

“There was no safe 
system of work in place,” 
she said. 

When the collision 
occurred, she continued, 
the driver had gone into a 
site office and returned, 
drove on, unaware that 
Mr Eagle was working 
on the weighbridge. 

“The accident had 
been foreseeable and 
could have been avoid¬ 
ed,” she said. 

The court heard that 
Mr Eagle’s partner, 
Elizabeth Evans, said in a 
statement that one 
moment she was totally 


happy with a marvellous 
partner, a baby on the 
way, and a bright future. 

“Then it was just me,” 
she stated. Since his 
death, she had experi¬ 
enced bittersweet 

moments and added: 
“My son will never know 
his father, and have 
memories of him.” 

The deceased’s father, 
Paul Eagle, said the 
effect of his death had 
been devastating. 

Sadly, said Miss 
Griffiths, there was a sys¬ 
tematic departure from 
good practice. 

Toby Halliwell, repre¬ 
senting the company, 
said: “The company 
expressed their deepest 
remorse and regret, and 
realise they will never be 
able to appreciate the 
level of suffering the 
family have endured. 

“Mr Eagle was a 
responsible and well- 
liked employee, bubbly 
and enthusiastic and very 
hard-working, and is still 
missed greatly,” he said. 

He added: “A black 
cloud still hangs over the 
company.” 

He said the company 
believed they had a satis¬ 
factory health and safety 
policy, and genuinely 
believed they were doing 
what they needed to do 
for the safety of staff. 

He said it was denied 
the accident was “almost 
inevitable”. 

Mr Halliwell said they 
didn’t ignore their 
responsibilities in a cava¬ 
lier fashion. After the 
accident, the company 
suspended work on the 
weighbridge, a new one

was installed at a cost of 
£120,000 and all work 
methods were complete¬ 
ly restructured. 

Judge Stephen 

Hopkins QC said: “The 
defendant’s company fell 
short of the applicable 


safety standard.” 

Health and Safety 
Executive inspector 
Sarah Baldwin-Jones, 
said: “This was a horrific 
incident with tragic con¬ 
sequences, which left Mr 
Eagle’s girlfriend with¬ 


out a partner and his son, 
bom eight months later, 
without a father.” 

There were multiple 
failings at the site, she 
added, which should 
have been obvious and 
could easily have been 
addressed. 

While work was tak¬ 
ing place, she said, the 


weighbridge should have 
been closed. 

Said Ms Baldwin- 
Jones: “There should be 
no excuse for companies 
in the waste industry not 
taking steps to safeguard 
their workers, as there is 
a wealth of information 
and guidance from trade 
bodies, as well as the 


HSE.” 

Members of the family 
criticised the amount of 
the fine and described it 
as “peanuts”. 

Said Mr Eagle’s 
father: “We all miss 
Geraint very much. This 
terrible tragedy has had 
a huge impact on the 
family. ”

Don’t evict 
people hit by 
‘bedroom tax’ 

- SAYS PLAID 
COUNCILLOR 


THE Vale Council 
has been urged to 
adopt a ‘no evic¬ 
tions’ policy for 
households who get 
into financial trou¬ 
ble because of the 
‘bedroom tax’. 

Plaid Cymru council¬ 
lor Ian Johnson, who 
represents Barry town 
centre, made the call 
after hearing that 250 
households had got into 
arrears, or saw existing 
arrears worsen after the 
measure was inroduced 
by the UK Government 
in April. 

Warning that making 
evictions would not 
make financial or moral 
sense - especially with 
winter approaching, he 
went on: 

“The bedroom tax 
means an extra cost of 
at least £728 per year 
for the 642 households 
affected. 

“While around half of 
those affected are in 
credit, and others are 
being assisted by discre¬ 
tionary housing pay¬ 
ments, this still leaves 
many families and 
households who are 
very worried about their 
future.

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Jackman’s latest takes you Prisoner 


H UGH JACKMAN has certainly 
been a busy boy this year. 

Having warbled his way through revolu¬ 
tionary France in Les Miserables (and pick¬ 
ing up an Oscar nomination for best actor 
for his troubles), he then donned the garb of 
The Wolverine in this summer’s block¬ 
buster. 

His third effort of the year, Prisoners , 
sees him play Keller Dover, whose life gets 
thrown when his daughter, along with 
another young girl, vanishes. The police, 
led by detective Loki (Jake Gyllenhall) 
arrest Alex Jones (Paul Dano), but release 
him due to lack of evidence. 

However, when Keller takes the law into 
his own hands, and takes Alex prisoner, it 
starts a murky race against time to find the 
girls - and discover whether Alex is inno¬ 
cent or guilty... 

As unpleasant a subject as it is, child 
abduction is something that has been in the 


news with alarming regularity recently, 
making Prisoners a timely piece of filmmak¬ 
ing. 

However, what director Denis Villeneuve 
and writer Aaron Guzikowski are more 
interested in are the moral arguments con¬ 
cerning those who are guilty, or accused of 
such crimes - does implied guilt mean that 
these people are answerable to all, or should 
their fate be left in the hands of those tasked 
with keeping us safe? 

It’s an intriguing set-up and one the pair 
don’t waste, as Prisoners is a gripping and 
engrossing film, even if it does start to feel 
its 153 minutes come the climax. 

Villeneuve’s direction is suitably bleak 
and dark, the film takes place in what feels 
like a constant stream of rain, and the visu¬ 
als perfectly match the tone of the piece. 

What it lacks in its low-key look, it cer¬ 
tainly makes up for in terms of the drive and 
weight of Guzikowski’s script; this is unhur¬ 
ried, slow-revealing direction that constantly 


has you asking questions. 

That these questions don’t wholly revolve 
around a ‘whodunnit’ is a testament to 
Guzikowski’s ambitions, the script only 
really lapsing into generic thriller territory 
come the conclusion. Instead, the aforemen¬ 
tioned moral questions are posed, with 
Guzikowski managing to remain ambivalent 
in the face of what could have been too 
right-on. 

Gathering a strong cast, the film definite¬ 
ly delivers on performance. Hugh Jackman 
makes it a hat-trick of strong performances 
for the year, conveying the emotion and 
anger of an ‘everyman’ whose life is in dan¬ 
ger of turning upside down with a hard- 
boiled tension, while opposite him Jake 
Gyllenhall offers a performance of slow- 
burning intensity, his detective (who has 
solved every case he’s worked on) feeling 
the pressure not just to deliver for himself 
but also for the two families. 

Both Paul Dano and Maria Bello shine in 


their roles, as does Terrence Howard as he 
continues his big-screen redemption, but 
this is a film that rests on the shoulders of 
Jackman and Gyllenhall. 

Aside from the film’s rather overlong 
running time, the only other complaints to 
be levied at it are its lapse into formula 
come the conclusion and the fact that having 
made the effort to pose intriguing questions, 
it leaves many of them unanswered. 

However, Prisoners is still an impressive 
offering that is worth catching. 

VERDICT - A bleak and powerful film 
that will keep you on the edge of your seat, 
Prisoners is a cut above most thrillers 
thanks to a clever script and direction; cou¬ 
pled with strong performances, primarily 
from Hugh Jackman and Jake Gyllenhall, 
you have a gripping piece of work. 
Enjoyable.

Tracking will not 
cut energy bills’ 


I N a week when 
scientists said 
that they are 95 
per cent certain 
that humans are the 
“dominant cause” 
of global warming, 
the prospect of 
fracking in the Vale 
of Glamorgan has 
grown larger. 

Meanwhile, Bank of 
America, Aviva 
Insurance, Threadneedle 
Investment, and 
Conservative Party 
donor Alexander 
Temerko, are just some 
of the leading companies 
and business people who 
have been openly critical 
of the Government’s 
support of, and tax 
incentives for, fracking, 
and dismissal of better 
alternatives. 

Our MP, Alun Cairns, 
has been very keen to be 
seen supporting those 
opposing fracking. 

However, he has 
failed to make it clear 
that whilst he is critical 
of the planning process 
and the non-adoption of 


the Localism Act in 
Wales, he is in favour of 
fracking, fearing a 
“looming energy crisis”. 

Perhaps he’s in favour 
of fracking in the deso¬ 
late north-east (or west) 
rather than the Vale of 
Glamorgan? 

It’s inevitable that 
fracking will have a neg¬ 
ative impact on climate 
change - along with 
other negative environ¬ 
mental factors locally. 

Given our position in 
a global gas market, 
fracking will not reduce 
energy bills. 

As our representative 
in Parliament, we con¬ 
stituents need to know 
what our voice in the 
Government is saying 
and how our vote will be 
used. 

Where exactly does 
Mr Cairns stand on 
fracking, and why does 
he believe that there is a 
looming “energy crisis”? 

I believe that I can 
quash any fears of an 
energy crisis he decides 
to share.

Greater fairness of 
the 'bedroom tax’ 


1 AM writing 
because I am 
tired of reading, 
week after week, of 
people saying the 
‘bedroom tax’ 
should be axed, and 
I’d like to ask them 
why they think this? 

Anyone who works 
and claims housing bene¬ 
fits to help towards their 
rent can only claim what 
they are entitled to. 

Put simply, I work part 
time; I am £15 a week 
better off by doing so. 

To enable me to live, I 
claim top-up housing 
benefit. 

However, as there is 
only me and one child 
living in the house I can 
only claim the rate for a 
two-bedroomed house. 

If I choose to live in 
anything bigger, then I 
have to make up the rent 
myself from my earnings. 
The rate for a two-bed¬ 


roomed house, I believe, 
is £549 per month - so if 
I choose to live in a 
three-bedroomed house 
which, for argument’s 
sake is £600 a month, I 
have to make up the £51 
a month shortfall myself. 
So why shouldn’t social 
tenants do the same? 

Private rentals are not 
as scarce as social hous¬ 
ing, I appreciate that; 
however, they are much 
more expensive. 

If working people do 
not want to make up the 
shortfall on their rent, 
they have to move to 
something smaller and 
cheaper - so why should¬ 
n’t social tenants have to 
do the same? 

The introduction of the 
bedroom tax ensures that 
everyone is treated in the 
same way, working or 
not - so how can that be 
classed as unfair?

‘Horrified’ at scheme 
to build 40 more 
homes at Ystradowen 


1 FEEL com¬ 
pelled to write 
in relation to the 
planning applica¬ 
tion which has been 
submitted to the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Council for 40 new 
houses on the field 
off Badger’s Brook 
Rise in Ystradowen, 
that you covered 
last week in The 
GEM. 

As a resident of 
Badger’s Brook Rise, 
which is a quiet cul-de- 
sac of five houses, I am 
horrified that a planning 
application has been 
submitted for an addi¬ 
tional 40 houses in the 
field next door to my 
house. 

The planning applica¬ 
tion is suggesting entry 
to the new development 
by turning the cul-de-sac 
into a through road, 


I T may have 
slipped from the 
headlines 
recently, but the 
Euro currency cri¬ 
sis rumbles on like 
a sleeping economic 
Vesuvius; ready to 
erupt again at any 
time. 

The headlines for the 
next few months on the 
EU will be taken up with 
the predicted influx of 
unrestricted numbers of 
Romanians and 
Bulgarians flocking here 
after the removal of 
work restrictions on 
January 1, 2014. 

Indeed, I sometimes 
wonder if the allegations 
are correct, whether any¬ 
one will be left living in 
those two countries next 
year! 

Meanwhile, back to 
the Euro crisis: Greece 
is still in severe trouble, 
complicated by its his¬ 
torical antipathy to 
Germany. This hinges 
on the appaling experi¬ 
ence of Nazi occupation 
during the Second World 
War. 

The Eurozone melt¬ 
down is reported in 
terms of accountancy 
and economic responsi¬ 
bility - but for many 
Greeks, the debts 
involved are moral, not 
financial, with Greece’s 
wartime experience 
entwined with historical, 
emotional and patriotic 
feelings. 

One example, in par¬ 
ticular, rankles; an inci- 


meaning that a suggested

el is the only option.

dent on June 10, 1944, 
when SS troops hunting 
partisans entered the vil¬ 
lage of Distomo near 
Delphi.

As a result of the war, 
Greece’s economy was 
ruined; its treasures loot¬ 
ed wholesale; tens of 
thousands died at the 
hands of the Nazis and 
their collaborators, while 
hundreds of thousands 
went through mass star¬ 
vation caused by the req¬ 
uisitioning of food and 
the Allied blockade. 

Well might the Greeks 
and others say to Mrs 
Merkel and Germany, “It 
is you who owe us, not 
the other way around.”

hill, on a minimum legal 


accident is one thing but 
I fear for our children’s 
safety more than any¬ 
thing and believe that if 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council would accept 
this planning application 
it would be an extremely 
unwise decision. 

As residents, we 
would be unable to let 
our children play out¬ 
side, because the risk of 
harm coming to them 
would be too high. 

The freedom they cur¬ 
rently enjoy, which is so 
important to their grow¬ 
ing up, would be lost 
forever.

Popular music teacher dies 


IT is with deep regret that we record 
the death on September 20 of Mr 
Gordon Mepham, of Pencoed, who 
taught violin and music at a number of 
local schools, after moving to the area 
in 1968. 

Originally from Barry, he was a gifted 
viola player, who was selected to play with the 
National Youth Orchestra of Wales in the 
1950s, before going on to train at the Guild 
Hall School of Music and had been a princi¬ 
pal with City of Birmingham Symphony 
Orchestra and the (then) BBC Welsh 
Orchestra. 

During his National Service, he was a mem¬ 
ber of the Band of the Coldstream Guards. 

After an accident damaged one of his fin¬ 
gers and ended his professional playing 
career, Gordon began a second career in the 
Vale of Glamorgan, as a peripatetic music 
teacher. 

Known for his sharp sense of humour, he 


worked his students hard and had high 
expectations of their musical abilities, but he 
was respected and loved by his pupils and he 
was equally proud of them. 

To his great joy, in semi-retirement, he was 
able to continue to be a part of Pencoed 
Comprehensive. The crowning moment of his 
teaching career was conducting the school 
orchestra at the Royal Festival Hall in 
London the year they won a national schools’ 
orchestra competition. 

Gordon was a familiar figure in both the 
Bridgend and Vale county boroughs, and a 
great local character, often seen propping up 
the bar in a variety of pubs and sharing out 
produce from his prolific home vegetable gar¬ 
den. 

He leaves a daughter, Mrs Celia McMahon, 
Berkshire, a son, Rev Ali Mepham, Dorset, 
and five grandchildren.

There are currently 
three applications relat¬ 
ing to shale gas explo¬ 
ration in the rural Vale 
under consideration.

Mr Cairns said: “The 


Development Plan is 
drafted every ten or fif¬ 
teen years and it sets out 
the local policies on 
which development 
applications will be con¬ 
sidered. 

“This is a once in ten 
or fifteen year opportu¬ 
nity to introduce strong 
policies to manage and 
restrict development on 
green spaces. Many of 
these developments 
could be shale gas 
exploration or extrac¬ 
tion.

Notice of Council Resolution 

1. The Vale of Glamorgan Council (‘the Council’) resolved on 
25 September 2013 that the following provisions of the Local 
Government (Miscellaneous Provisions) Act 1982 (as amended) (‘the 
Act’) shall apply to the area of this Council: 

Section 14 - acupuncture 

Section 15 - tattooing, semi-permanent skin-colouring, cosmetic 
piercing and electrolysis 

Section 16 - provisions supplementary to section 14 and 15 
Section 17 - power to enter premises (acupuncture etc.) 

2. The date upon which these provisions will come into effect will be 26 
October 2013. 

3. The general effect of this resolution is, subject to the exceptions detailed 
below, that a person who carries on the business of tattooing; 
semi-permanent skin-colouring; cosmetic piercing; or electrolysis must be 
registered with this Council, and they can only carry on their business in 
premises which have also been registered. The certificate of registration must 
be prominently displayed at the place where business is carried on. The 
Council is empowered to charge fees for registration. Applications for registra¬ 
tion must be accompanied by the following information - details of your identi¬ 
ty and evidence of address, in particular details of the 

premises concerned and particulars of any conviction of the applicant under 
section 16 of the 1982 Act. A person who contravenes section 14 or section 
15 will be guilty of an offence, and liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceed¬ 
ing £1000, or suspension or cancellation of registration or both. An authorised 
officer of the Council may apply to a Justice of the Peace for a warrant to 
enter premises on suspicion that an offence under Section 16 is being com¬ 
mitted there. 

4. The Council will be applying in the near future for confirmation of byelaws 
under this Act with regard to the cleanliness of premises, fittings, persons, 
instruments, materials and equipment connected with the 

business of tattooing, semi-permanent skin-colouring, cosmetic piercing, 
electrolysis in the area of the Council. 

5. Exceptions: 

These provisions of the Act do not extend to the carrying on of the 
business of tattooing, semi-permanent skin-colouring, cosmetic piercing or 
electrolysis by or under the supervision of a registered medical 
practitioner (i.e. means a fully registered person within the meaning of the 
Medical Act 1983 who holds a licence to practise under that Act) 

A person who is registered under the provisions of the Act specified in para¬ 
graph 1 above will not be committing an offence by engaging in the activity 
otherwise than at registered premises merely because he 
sometimes visits people at their request to provide his services.

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DINAS POWYS PROBUS HEARS 
THE TALE OF THE RISE AND 
FALL OF CARDIFF’S TIGER BAY 


How computers 
left typewriters in 
the 20th century! 


ON September 17, Neil Sinclair 
gave a talk to Dinas Powys Probus 
Club members, entitled From 
Tiger Bay to Cardiff Bay, tracing 
the changes that have trans¬ 
formed the original area of Tiger 
Bay into what is now Bute Town. 

Bom and raised in Tiger Bay, he later 
gained degrees at universities in 
California. His book, The Tiger Bay Story, 
describes his life in Tiger Bay as a boy, and 
he is fiercely critical of the actions of 
Cardiff City Council who, as early as 1955, 
were determined to remove the area which 
they considered to be a blot on its aspira¬ 
tions as a major city. 

In 1811, Cardiff had a population of 
about 2,000, mainly centred around St 
John’s Church. 

But when expansion of the docks began 
in 1840, the population rapidly grew as 
labourers and dockers were brought in. 

These were the boom years for Cardiff, 
with 14,000,000 tons of coal being export¬ 
ed annually. 

The National Westminster bank in the 
docks had the largest through-put of 
money of any bank in Britain outside 
London. 

Wealthy traders built large and impres¬ 
sive houses in areas such as Loudoun 
Square and Bute Street, and parks were 
laid out. 

However, the docks and shipping 
brought in a large number of immigrants. 
In the early years of the 20th century, 
Cardiff was estimated to have 57 different 
nationalities in the area with Chinese, 
Cypriots, West Indians and Portuguese 
being prominent in numbers. 

This did not suit the wealthy house own¬ 
ers - who fled to Cathedral Road, Llandaff 
and the like, and the houses they left 
behind were soon taken over by dock 


workers. The origins of the term ‘Tiger 
Bay’ are uncertain; some believe that the 
sea approach to Cardiff was often stormy 
and the sea like a ‘tiger’. 

Tiger Bay itself was a very small area 
bounded by Canal Parade on the west, 
Bute Street on the east, Loudoun Square to 
the south, and the West Junction canal to 
the north. 

Although there were many pubs, there 
were almost as many churches and mission 
halls. 

The co mm on perception of the residents 
and their homes was that they were crimi¬ 
nal classes living in slums. 

The truth is that they were usually close- 
knit families with no extreme social prob¬ 
lems or racial tensions. 

Perceived to be a dangerous place by 
those who, on the whole, had never actual¬ 
ly set foot in Tiger Bay, the reality was that 
children played on the streets and in 
Loudoun Square Park; neighbours stood at 
their doors and chatted and there were reg¬ 
ular Saturday dances and amateur concerts. 

Certainly, there was a well-established 
gambling culture, mainly led by the 
Chinese. Gambling took place in shops and 
sometimes on the pavements. 

Outside, Kerrigan’s Marchioness of 
Bute pub was a favourite place for pave¬ 
ment dice games, but police raids were 
thwarted by Manuela, a Spanish lady, who 
sat in her chair outside her house in Old 
Angelina Street, wrapped in black. 

She warned gamblers of approaching 
bobbies by shouting “heads-up!”, at which 
dice and money were thrown over a garden 
wall to hide the evidence. 

Then in the late 1950s and 60s, a 
‘nuclear bomb’ fell on Tiger Bay when 
Cardiff City Council decided on a major 
change to the community and replace it 
with a council estate. 

There had been much disparaging media 


comment. Coloured people were refused 
service in cafes on St Mary’s Street and 
evicted by the police if they refused to 
leave. 

Why couldn’t the ageing housing stock 
have been renovated and the population 
left in place, instead of being moved out to 
Ely and northern areas of Cardiff? 

There was some bomb damage, but no 
worse than in other areas of the city. 

The new Bute Town estate was built 
with bright and shiny houses and the 
tower-block flats of Loudoun House and 
Nelson House built on Loudoun Square 
Park. 

Many people felt that the council simply 
wanted to get rid of “the problem of the 
coloured people down by the sea”. 

The social harmony that had existed was 
destroyed and replaced with the anonymity 
of blocks of flats, which are now widely 
recognised as being social disasters - and 
conventional street layouts abandoned, in 
favour of alleys where contact with neigh¬ 
bours was difficult. 

Where once there were pubs and social 
clubs, there are now only churches. 

However, the spirit of Tiger Bay lives 
on! Occasional reunions are held with peo¬ 
ple coming from as far as Canada and 
Germany. 

The 1982 reunion is still remembered, 
with Winnie Roberts on stage giving her 
Ella Fitzgerald impersonations, followed 
by ‘Sospan Fach’ and any other songs she 
could remember. 

But inevitably, once a population is dis¬ 
persed, the togetherness fades and the 
“sacred territory” of the Marquis of Bute is 
no longer.

TYPEWRITERS? Gone! 
Most documents are now pro¬ 
duced on computers using 
word processing software. 

A non-typist (me) would struggle 
to produce a short, error-free letter 
without several false starts and wast¬ 
ing a lot of paper to get rid of spelling 
errors or to use better words or phras¬ 
es. 

It all took time and was quite frus¬ 
trating. Occasionally, an improvement 
would be abandoned because of the 
great effort that would be involved; 
the document would just have to do. 

Several consequences arose, one 
being a mass of unbroken text that 
was difficult to read and re-locating 
one small part almost impossible as 
there was no ‘picture’ of the page in 
the reader’s mind - iust a block of 
text. 

Computers have potentially 
changed all that. Not the time to pro¬ 
duce documents, but the quality of 
the finished article. Because correc¬ 
tions and adjustments are so easy to 
make, documents often go through 
many stages of tweaking and improv¬ 
ing. 

Paper is not being wasted, but time 
is not necessarily being saved. 

The biggest change is that the 
appearance of the end product can be 
much better. It then becomes easier 
and more interesting to read and parts 
can be made more memorable by the 
introduction of elements that make an 
image in the mind of the reader. The 
reader, after all, is the important per¬ 
son here. 

Mike J showed members the way 
Microsoft’s latest edition of Word is 
set up and where to find the controls 
and little menus to get the typing 
done. He suggested that it would be 


a good idea to select fonts appropriate 
to the content of the document, but to 
restrict the variety to two or maxi¬ 
mum three to avoid distraction. 
WordArt could be used sparingly to 
provide some interest. 

Some discussion followed about 
the usefulness of displaying non¬ 
printing characters indicating where 
spaces and tabs are used. They also 
indicate a forced new line. Inserting 
a page break forces a new page to be 
started. This helps to prevent the 
subsequent pages being disturbed by 
alterations before the page-break. 

I showed how to include graphics 
to help the reader form a mental 
image of the page. The graphic can 
be rotated and the surrounding text 
adjusted using the white space to pro¬ 
vide a more readily remembered 
image of the page. 

The programme comes with many 
prepared templates from which to 
choose, indicating where they are 
thought to be most useful. 

However, if you simply want, say, 
personal, headed notepaper, it is pos¬ 
sible to create your own. Many peo¬ 
ple set out a letter that they like and 
save a copy. 

That can be used as a template by 
loading it; saving it immediately 
under a new document name then 
replacing the irrelevant content with 
new. 

On greetings cards and posters, 
text is part of the graphics.

Questions of faith 
explored at festival 


THIS month’s 
Penarth Book 
Festival has become 
the launch pad for a 
new publishing ven¬ 
ture aimed at 
widening public 
access to contempo¬ 
rary issues of faith, 
inclusion and jus¬ 
tice. 

Penarth-based musi¬ 
cian and facilitator 
Richard Parry has got 
together with friends to 
form a new publishing 
company called the 
Beauchief Abbey Press.

CASTAWAYS SETTLE 
INTO NEW HOME 



New test for 
65-year-olds 


MEN aged 65 who 
live in the Vale are 
being encouraged to 
take up the offer of a 
free NHS screening 
test which could save 
their life. 

Launched in May 
2013, the Wales 
Abdominal Aortic 
Aneurysm Screening 
Programme (WAAASP) 
offers men a quick, pain¬ 
less, one-off ultrasound 
scan to check for a condi¬ 
tion that can be life- 
threatening, if left unde¬ 
tected. 

Screening clinics are 
held regularly in loca¬ 
tions such as community 
hospitals, community 
health facilities and GP 
practices. In the Vale, 
regular clinics are held 
in Cowbridge and 
Llandough. 

An Abdominal Aortic 
Aneurysm (AAA) can 
happen to anybody but it 
is most common in men 
aged 65 and over who 
smoke; have high blood 
pressure; high choles¬ 
terol or have a family 
history of AAA. 

Men aged 65 will be 
invited for AAA screen¬ 
ing if they live in Wales 
and are registered with a 
GP practice. 

Men who are eligible 
to be screened will 
receive an invitation let¬ 
ter and information 
leaflet through the post, 
offering them an appoint¬ 
ment at a local screening 
clinic. The letter will give 


details on where the clin¬ 
ic is being held. 

The test measures the 
size of the abdominal 
aorta. The aorta is the 
main blood vessel that 
supplies blood to the 
body. Sometimes, as peo¬ 
ple grow older, the wall 
of the aorta in the 
abdomen can become 
weak, and stretch to form 
an aneurysm (a 
swelling). When this hap¬ 
pens, there is a risk that 
the aorta may split or 
tear (rupture). 

Llywela Wilson, head 
of the Wales AAA screen¬ 
ing programme com¬ 
mented: “We would 

encourage all men who 
receive an appointment 
for AAA screening in Vale 
of Glamorgan to take up 
the offer for this quick, 
free and very important 
health check. 

“Men will be invited 
to a local clinic to have 
the ultrasound scan car¬ 
ried out by a qualified 
screener, and given the 
results straight away 
before they leave. Their 
GP will also be sent a 
written copy of the 
results. Men found to 
have a large AAA will be 
referred to the hospital 
specialist team to discuss 
treatment to repair it. ”

Temporary 
changing 
rooms 
at Jenner 
Park 


THE council’s cabinet took a decision at 
its meeting on September 23 to permit 
the installation of temporary changing 
facilities at Jenner Park. 

The current changing facilities are part of the 
bar and function room building and council offi¬ 
cers say they have recently become aware of an 
imminent threat to the provision of utility sup¬ 
plies serving the entire building. 

The council is permitted access to the current 
changing rooms which it insists should be appro¬ 
priately serviced by all the relevant utilities. The 
council says it will be pursuing the matter and a 
range of other concerns with the current lease¬ 
holder. 

As the matter is likely to take some time, the 
cabinet were asked to agree to the installation of 
temporary changing facilities to ensure that 
Jenner Park remained operational as a sports sta¬ 
dium in the short term. 

Coun Neil Moore, leader of the council, said: 
“It is disappointing that we have had to take this 
decision, but I will not stand back and allow any 
person to detrimentally affect the council’s inter¬ 
ests in this way. 

“Our officers are now pursuing all the coun¬ 
cil’s interests in respect to the current lease 
arrangements with vigour, for which they have 
th e cabinet’s full support.” 

Coun Gwyn John, cabinet member for leisure, 
parks, culture and sport development, said: 
“Jenner Park is one of the council’s most impor¬ 
tant sporting assets and as a council, we have 
been forced to take action to secure the continu¬ 
ation of higher league football matches within 
the Vale, which could be at serious detriment 
should there be any break in the provision of 
suitable changing facilities within the stadium.”

on. 

Senpai Phill said: “Rhian has 
achieved two major titles in one year, 
and considering she has only been 
training with Barry Kyokushin for a 
little over a year, it incredible what she 
has achieved. 

“Rhian has attended summer 
camps, referee's course and extra 
training at the Branch Chief of Wales 
dojo, which is why Rhian has achieved 
what she has.
